NAVAL AFFAIRS, 
STATWMENT BY, ADMIRAL COLOMB, 


A representative of the Pres Assoctation bad 
an Interview with Adnifral Colomb on the 8th 
ultimo, at hit residence in Hampshire, with 
reference to the naval sltuation, Io answer.to 
questions, the Admiral, according to Zhe Scodse 
man of oth ulilno, sald:— 

I am gla4,-but not surprited, to note the 
‘vigorgus action taken by the Government. The: 
fitting ont of an open Flying Squadron Is’ 
Precautionary defensive measte whieh cannot 
offend “any eiually as fit Uhreatens no ota in 
patticolar. Great Britala haga pertect right to 
commissicn as many ships asthe Goverament 
thinks proper, and’ {t seem? quite natural that 
under existing clrcamstances tuch.a step should 
bo taken, The Admiralty {a now fo a state of 
greater preparedness for such a measure than 
it hag ever been, known to be [s my: experience, 
Its resources aro sufficient to fit out several 
Flying Squedions if necessary, If there should 
be any. deficlsocy In officers, that can ‘easily, 
be filled up from those now terving in harbour 
ablps, ‘We have plenty of men available, and 
@ very powerol flcct.” It {i not anusual to 
strengthen the flset when the relations af the 
Powers aro strained. The presen’ action simply 
amounts to a strongthening of the flzet with 
‘additional vesiels, which can by sent as pressure 
arlses wherever they may seeni to be most:
